and other partners, 
gliſh Marchants , both 
Plaintiffes,and Defendants, Againſt Andrew de Lau- 
nay,both Defendant & Plainriffe, and Marteas ſub- 
ſtirutero the right and roome of Helias Frute lately 
deceaſ(cd, ioyning and interpoling himſelte to this 
;The {aid Noel and Howe being Denizons and 
aaturaliſed in France; and the reſt of their partners 
being Engliſhmen, who haue daily traded there 
fifteene yeares in the Towne of Aorlais : the ſayd 
Noel and Howe, are houſe-keepers, and thereſt held 
as [nhabirants of the Kingdome, did in Otober 
1620. Fraught & furniſha Barke, called the George, 
laden with whole packs of linngn cloth,to be tran(- 
ported into England, the ſaid Latzay of R oſlcoff, 
with his complices, to the number of twelue Rob- 
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(2) 
bers, by him armed, did follow her wich a Pinnace 
the nincteenth of the ſaid month, and by torce and 
violence, rooke, robbed, and ranſackt her art the 
going out of the Ryver or Havcn of M-zlais, and 
{tripr ngkea, the Maſter, and foure Mariners, which 
were in the ſame, without any weapons, and (ce |. 
them forſaken, in adeſart I!and, barren and dry of 
any ſweet water, bur onely witha loafe of rye bread 
of {1x pence, with a wicked intent, ro ſtarue them 
with thirſt and hunger, as no doub: it had happen- 
ned, had not God in his providence ſent by chance 
a Fiſh:r-boat that way the fourth day, that rooke 
them vp, and ſerthem to land almoſt readic to pe« 
riſh, Andas for the ſaid \Vares, the ſayd Pyrates 
did vn/ade many packes of them by night, atthe 
{aid Roſcoff, and ile of Bas, whereof the fayd Zau- 
nay, his wite,and children,did diſpoſe at their plea- 
ſure, tranſporting and hiding them 1n divers pla» | 
ces, and there cauled the ſayd Barke ro be ſentand 
ſer a-ground, at Angels Haven, where it was a- 
gaine pillaged, and hnally forſaken, whereof the 
Kings Attorney taking notice, cauſed an Invento» 
ry to be made of ihe { :yd Barke, and goods,and did 
examine the [aid Marincrs, yea, ſome of the very 
Robbers, making his report of it, and ſeazing vp- 
on the rel1due, to be kept and preſcrved to the, vic 
of theright owners, by which report it is to be 
ſcene, that the Engliſh did lay clayme to the ſayd 
Barke, and gouds, therevpon making their com- 
plaint, and requiring thatthey ſhould be ſer free ; 
and delivercd intorhcir hands,wkercvpon the ſaid 
Iudge bcing fully cnformcd of the ſayd Robbe- 
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ry and Depredation, and 4 thoſe goods did be- 

long tothole Engliſh and French Marchants, by 

his ſentence the thirticth of Ofober, did fully 

diicharge and re{'orethem intotheir hands, having 

firſt given good and (ufh.ient Suertics for the price * 

and vallew of them, by expert and skiltull men,and 

choſen by vertue of his place, as Tudge for his 

owne diſcharge and [ecuritic, and (o in confidera- 

tion of the {ayd Sucrtics, they received their Barke 

and goods, and (cnt and ould them in England, 

vpon which Informations, there went forth an 

Order againſt Zaun:iy, and his Complices, and 

they were ſoappcached and indicted, as that they 

were condemned by a ſentence the thirteenth of 

Tunc, 1521. Daniell Rowland, Mandoux les Marec, 

Father and Sonne, Coault and Conefer, for to be 

hanged and ſtrangled, and the ſaid Zawnay with 

ewo other men, Galles and Loves, baniſhed tor fiue 

yeares, and (olitarily all rogether, or one of all 

condemned to reſtore to the ſayd Engliſh, nine 

packes and fardlcs of the ſayd Wares, which had 

becne landed and ſer aſhore to the ſame Towne of 

Roſcoft, or cls the iuſt vallew of them, and over | 

and aboue to all their coſts and expences, andas 

for his orher Complices, Q erovarts, Pallu,and En- 

habaſque, who had broken the Priſon, and made an 

eſcape: it was ordcred, that they ſhould bce pub- 

liquely ſummoned to appeare within three ſhort 

daycs, Butro makethele purſutes and Tudgements 

voyde, the ſayd Launay fledde to the Councell, 

where diſguiling the fa, and again(t all cruth,in- 

forming them his proceedings had beene but by 
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way of ſciſure and attachment againſt the Engliſh, 
and by right of ſome Letters of Mart, for a Ship 
of his which hee pretended to have beene taken 
from him ſome nine yeares ſince by ſome Engliſh 
Piratrs, which he himfelfe rermeth to be ſuch, in 
whoſe taking, he pretended to haue loſt ſome 
1200, pound Sterling, and ſo making himſelte 
a Plainriffe, and requiring a diſcharge of his pre- 
. rended and imiginary Atrachment, or extent of 
the ſame goods. Wherevpon the patties being 
called, and appearing bcforc the Councell, the 
ſayd Lawn:y (to giue a better collour to his cauſe) 
did prattile, and gotthe (ayd late Helis Frute, a 
Dutch Marchant, to ioyne and interpole himſelfe 
to him in this cauſe; the ſayd Frute having beene 
once Maſter of a Dutch Shippe, whereof Sir hn 
Fernes was Captaine. And againe, the ſayd Frute 
calling, and inticuling himſelte one of the Direc- 
tors of a Companie eſtabliſhed in France, for the 
Trading into the Eaſt Indies ; which Frute this 
Zawnay did (er of purpoſe, to require, thar the reſt 
of the ſayd goods belonging to the ſaid Engliſh, 
might be ſold for his ſatisfaftion, and repayment 
of the ſumme of 9200. pound Sterling, which hee 
pretended to have beene raken from him foure 
yearcs before by ſome other Engliſh Pyrates, for 
which hce ſayd, hee could get no Iuſtice in Eng- 
land. 

Moreouer, the ſayd Lauxey and Marteas, ſubſti- 
tute in the pretended right of Helias Fruit decea- 
ſed, being {o ioyned rogether, did demand the (e- 
cond tire, the caſlation and diſannyulling of the 


ſayd 


ſayd criminall proceedings, and ſentence of che 
ludge of the ſayd Leſnevers, go the end that Za- 
nay might hauea diſcharge or releaſe for hisz@wne 
goods, which were (eizcd and extended by verrue 
oiche ſayd ſentence and Iudgement: whereupon 
the laid Z:wnay and Marteau got lo much fauour, . 
that although the Engliſk did proceed in the ſaid 
Councell bur declinatorely (that is to ſay, ſtanding 
vpon exception, and refuſed ro bee tryed by thar 
Court) deſiring that the cauſe and parties might 
be ſent back into Brittaine, before the naturall and 
ordinary Iudges, for execution of their former 
Iudgements, and in caſe of Apeale if neede were 
 before*the high Court of Parliament of the Pro- 
vince. 

Nevertheleſſe, without appointing that the par- 
tics ſhould ever write or cnter into any proofes in 
the maine cauſe or principall : yea, without ſo 
much as hearing them ar all therern, che Priuie 
Councell was plcaſed againſtall formes of Iuſtice, 
to pronounce andenattheir Decree in the maine 
cauſe, the 27, of Ianuary,152 2. which Decree con- 
trarying and contradiQing it (elfe, doth award that 
the whole criminal proceedings,ſhould be broughe 
tothe office of the Councell, ro doe right vatothe 
parties, according to reaſon: and in the meane 
time the former ſentences of death and baniſh- 
ment to ſurceale, with full leave and power to the 
ſayd Launzy, toreſide and dwell inthe Countrey as 
hee might haue done before thole Iudgements, 
yea with a generall diſcharge, and freedome for all 


his goodscazed by vertuc of them, of which the 
Com- 
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Commiſhoners or Depolicarics ſhall make him 
juſt account, and giue him the reſidue or ſurplus, 
and withoutany regard to the ſayd ſentence of the 
chirtith of Otober, 1620, whereby the Engliſh had 
A diſchargeand a releale of their Barke and goods, 
they did order that without any preiudice or hin- 
derance to the maine caulc and principall, and ra- 
to prevent the decay and pcrithing of the wares, 
both the warcs and Barke ſhoald bee (ould ar Saint 
Aallces, ro the vitermoſt, and the price thereof pur 
into che hands of ſuthcient Marchants, on whom 
the parties [hoald agree betre the Commiſſoner 
who (ſhould cranſport himſelf: in thole places, and 
thatas well the Engliſh parties, as their ſureries, 
and Depoſttaries ſhould be conſtrained corepreſent 
the ſayd Barke and goods in paine of impriſon- 
ment. 

Againſithts ſo extraordinary Decree, both the 
ſaid Engliſh and French parties ſought their re+ 
drefle by petition, as well becaule that Decree is 
all formes and cuſtome, becauſe they did contell ; 
but declinatorily, and by way of exception : a 
difhculty which was firſtto be diſcuſſed, and yet ir 
doth pronounce and decide at once vpon the main 
and principall. Whereupon there was yet no con- 
teſtation: as alſo that ir is wholly contrary to it 
ſelfe. Firſtin ſo much as it being ordered, thatthe 
whole criminall cauſe ſhould bee brought, that 
right might bee done vnco the parties accordingly, 
it followeth, that there could no rightbe done to 
them till it had beene brought and anſwered. Sc- 
condly,isthere any thing more contrary to it (elfe, 
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then to order that withour prejudice to the right 
of the parties, in the principall, andto preventthe 
decay and periſhing of the (eazed goods,and with- 
outany regarde to the ſentence of the thirtith of 
OQRober, by which the Engliſh had goradiſcharge 
and releaſe of rheir owne goods and Barke, in gi- 
ving good and ſufficient ſurcties. Now all thoſe 
things ſhall be ſould, and the monies iſſuingour of 
it, {queſtered into the hands of ſufhcient men, 
and that as well the Engliſh as thcir Surctics ſhall 
be forced to repreſent all thoſe old goods, euen 
by rcſtrainr of their owne perſons, or can there be 
any more hurt or preiudice done to the Engliſh, 
and French parties, then to force them meere im- 
poſhbiliries, in repreſenting that which was ſould, 
and gone a whole yeare betore, by vertue of their 
diſcharge and releaſc,or elſe ro forcethem to bring 
backe againe and coaligne the value of their owne 
goods, and thatthe Commithoner ſhall cranſpore 
himſelfc (o farre, with great expence for the exe+ 
cution of all this : was it not ſufficient that the 
Engliſh had given Sureties, and was not that equi- 
volent to an evaluation and conlignation of the 
price of the ſayd goods,and what greaterdecay and 
dcperiſhing could happen more then the coſts 
and expenſes, for the execution of the ſayd Decree, 
and the great loſſes and damages that the (ayd 
Engliſh have ſuffered, For the Commiſſoners be- 
ing come to the place with Zaunay and AMartean, 
and ar their ſuite (who for their part confined nor 
any thing for the iourney) finding that the ſayd 
Barke and goods were no more to bee found, in 
oo" ſtead 
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ſtead of contenting themſelues with their former 
Sureties, and of a new ſupply of others, offered by 
the ſaid Engliſh, whereot hee ſhould haue made 
his report tothe Councell, he cauſed our of hand 
many other Ships to be ſeazed and ſtayed, laden 
with ſtore of marchandice, belonging as well to 
the ſayd Engliſh Marchants, as to diverſe ochers 
of cher nation, their Chambers to bee lockt and 
ſcaled, hindering the tranſport of all marchandi- 
ſes, and cauling all trade and commerce to ceale, 
during his aboad of (ixe weekes long in the towne: 
yea more, cauſed the (ayd Engliſhand French Fac- 
 cors, and their Sureties to bee arrefted and impriſo- 
ned, for not reprefenting of the ſayd Barke and 
goods, {0 that as well to redeeme themlelues and 
their Sureties, from the impriſonment of their bo- 
dies, and to procure their )iberties againe, as alſo 
to have a releaſe and diſcharge for thole ſhippes 
and goods newly ſeazcd vpon, that were conſ(trai- 
ned to ſuffer a new rate and valuation of theirold 
Barke and goods, to bee made to the (mmme of 
1854. pound ſterling, and todepoſct the fayd ſum 
(chough moſt impertinent) ſeeing the firſt cſtima- 
tion made of the goods alone, was 1714- pound 
ſterling, andthat the intereſt of Launay in his pre» 
rended lofle, by the Engliſh Pirate was by himlclfe 
claymed to be but 1200. pound ſterling. Now vÞ- 
on this ſumme of 1854. pound, the Commithoner 
rooke ſome 300. for fees and taxations, as well for 
himſelfe, his Clarke,and Regilicrin the ſaid Com- 
wiſſion, as forthe Connſellors, and Atturncys of 
the parties, &even forthofe of Launay and Marteau: 
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yea, for the very Sergeents which were imployed 
tor the impriloning ot men, ſeazure and ſale of the 
goods of one Villa Baskrvile, lately deceaſed, be- 
1ng one of the Engliſh partners, which goods were 
ſould for the (aid conſignation, by this meanes the 
Commilhoner caulcd onely the Engliſh ro beare 
the burden, notwithſtandingall their former loſſes 
almoſt ineſtimable, which amount to more then 
5000. pound ſterling, onely in this laſt ſeazureand 
retention of their ſhips, diſcontinuation and ceſſa- 
tion of trade and Commerce, which rigorous kind 
of proceeding did (0 (eaze the heart of poore Be/- 
kerwile, one of the molt interreſlſed in the buſineſſe 
among the parties, that hee dyed for the meere 
gricfe of jt, within two dayes, as 15 witneſſed by the 
very report of the Commiſhoner, who vpon com- 
plaines of the reſt of che Engliſh, had ſent backe a- 
gaine all the partiestothe Priuy Councell. Where- 
upon, to witneſſethe lawfulnes of their iuſtplants, 
and the wholetruth of all the premiſes, the Eng- 
liſh haue cauſed the ſayd criminall cauſe and ſen» 
tence againſt Zaunay and his complicies, to bee 
brought, together with the report and relation of 
of the ſayd Commiſhouer, which doth proue and 
iuſtific all chat which is aforcſayd, and ſhewes that 
the fat of Lavnaey and his Complices, is but a meer 
robbery and pyracy, notany ation of Mart or re- 
priſall, and char the layd Decree of the Counſel, 
with the exccution thereof, hath been ſuch a 
and notorious hurt and damage tothe Engliſh, 2s 
itcannot bee coloured nor maintained. Moreover, 
ro proouc that this robbery cannot by any —_ 
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be cloaked with any title of Mart, or repriſall, The 
Engliſh doc repreſenc three things, 

Fir, The Peace and Amitie berweene the two 
Kings, during which, and the libertie of Com- 
merce and Trade; itis an abſurd and contradito- 
ry thing, to talke of Mart or repriſal], 

Secondly, They produce the Articles of Peacc, 
agreed vpon betweene their Maieſlies, whereby 
it is moſt ſpecially concluded, That all Letters of 
Mart and Repriſall, which before then had beene 
graunted by any of the two Kings, ſhall abſolutely 
{urceaſe, without being pur to any execution, as 
well of one ſide as of the other, and thar for the 
rime to come, there ſhall not any more be graun- 
red, bur that the Ambaſſadours ſhall reſpe&iuely 
haue warning of it before hand, and thoſe Letters 
be ſcene and well conſidered in the Councell of 
both Princes, ſealed with their great ſeales, and 
gencrally, allche ſolemnities in ſuch caſe required 
be well obſcrved. 

Thirdly, Za#nay, and his complices cannot pre- 
eend any right of Repriſall, ſince they are not bee- 
rers of, nor vpheld with any ſuch Letters ar all, 
granted either with any of the former ſolemniries, 
nor in any other manner howſoever, ſo that this 
fat cannot otherwiſe be called, but meere robbes+ 
ry, and pyracy, for all theſe reaſons, therefore the 
ſayd Engliſh doe conclude, and require by their 
ſaid Petition, that the ſayd Decree of the Councell 
of the twentie-ſcaventh of Tanvary laft, and allthar 
therevpon is enſued, bee altogether revoked, ca- 
ſheired, and diſanulled, and in ſtead thereof _ 
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ded, that the ſaid ſumme of 1854. pound Sterling, 
which they haue beene conſtrained to depoler, as 
well for their liberties, and their Suerrties, as for the 
relcaſe of thcir Shippcs and goods ſeazed,and from 
them derayned, ſhall be wholly reſtored vntothem, 
as well by the ſaid Lawn and Aarteas, as by their 
Sericants, Advocates, Attorneyes, Depoliraries, 
and others, which have any wayes touched any 
part of it,cvery one according to their ſeverall rates 
and portions, and ſo doing it may be ordered, that 
the Depoſitarics and Snerties ſhall remaine fully 
free, and alrogether diſcharged, as alſo the ſayd 
Launay,and his complices, with Marteaw and his 
partners,condemned in all the coft,damage,and in- 
ecreſt, of the ſayd. both Engliſh and French Mar- 
chants, and ſOall with Zawnay, and his complices 
ſent backe againe ; before ſuck Royall Tudges in 
thoſe places, as his Maieftie will be pleaſed to ap- 
poynt, for the execution of their ſaid former ſen- 
renceand Iudgements, as well Criminall as Civill, 
ofthe ſayd lodge of Leſnevers, with reſervation of 
Appeale, ( if necd be ) to the high Courtof Parlia- 
Ment in Brittany,
